SAN PRANCISCO, Oct. 15 (/P) — 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson said tonight 
th a t Gen. Dwight D. Elsenhower 
has rounded up a team of “isola­ 
tionists and cu t-throat reaction­ 
aries," quarterbacked by GOP Gen. 
Robert A. T aft of Ohio. 
Heap ing ridicule and scorn on his 
Rep ublican op p osition, the Demo­ 
cratic p residential nominee swatted 
hard a t a favorite target—w hat he 
calls the Old G uard around ELsen- 
hower, his rival 
for 
the W hite 
House. 
He sidd the group is made up of 
••stubbom, obstinate men .. . who 
have had to be drasfged, screaming 
and kicking, into the 20th century .”

Stevenson said he ha.s a hunch 
"th a t a lot of p eop le, Rep ublicans 
and indep endent, have decided th at 
it is indeed time for a change—to 
the Democratic ticket.” 
And he chose California, the home 
state of Elsennower’s ru nning m ate 
—Sen. Richard M. Dixon, as the 
p lace for a sharp dig at the vice 
p residential candidate. 
Stevenson listed Nixon a t left 
halfback on the Eisenhower team , 
and then, in an obvious allusion to 
the $18,000 fund 
Nixon received 
from p olitical sup p orters, the Illinois 
governor said:

Probably one of the sweetest appeals ev er to be 
made to the Bureau of Internal Rev enue has been 
filed for, presumably , further study .

With no 
statistics av ailable, it would seem to be a good guess 
that a model’s “ productiv e” y ears in the highly com­ 
petitiv e and changeable “ beauty business” would be 
fiv e y ears at the most. Thinking back ov er the y ears 
to the early ’3 0s, when agency men first discov ered that 
pretty girls could sell hot water heaters as well as fur 
coats, can any one remember more than two—the 
fabulous Colby sisters—who managed to put up an 
attractiv e front for any length of time? 
When they reach the top spot, and only a handful 
do, there Is little place to go ex cept up the church aisle 
or v ia the Super Chief to Holly wood. Apparently the 
•^ear and tear,” to quote the plea made to the tax 
boy s, is more than most people realize. Between the 
pulling and hauling of priv ate life, adv ertising agency 
desires and temperamental photographers, wrinkles 
and sags appear and the shape of things to come be­ 
comes all too apparent. 
But if models do get a writs-off why not ball 
play ers—and how about baby sitters? Many a house­ 
wife has had the ex perience of calling an old standby 
sitter only to be Informed that she Is now a secretary 
and no longer interested in watching ov er y oung hel­ 
lions. 
It can only be hoped the Internal Rev enue people 
use a little imagination in their reply . The least they 
could do would be to substitute a gallant phrase such 
as “ growing old gracefully ,” for that unbecoming 
descriptiv e: “ Obsolescence. 


Provocation On Wings 


One of the little publicized tension spots in the 
allegedly cold war between East and West is the narrow 
strait which separates Hokkaido, the northernmost of 
the J apanese home islands, and the Russian-held 
Kurlle Islands. Since 19 47 the Russians hav e been 
practicing what amounts to piracy against J apanese 
fishing boats which scratch for a liv ing on the bleak 
banks and shoals there. It had also been known that 
the Russians were doing ex tensiv e construction on the 
Island chain. 
The other day a B-29 Hy ing a solitary patrol mls- 
sttm along the northeast coast of Hokkaido, inside the 
J apanese border, was intercepted and attacked by a 
plane which came down from the Kuriles. All this is 
known because the whole story appeared dramatically 
on the screen of shore-based radar sets which had been 
keeping tabs on the big bomber. 
The unidentified plane’s “ pip” approached the 
bomber, then both merged briefly , continued on a new 
eourse, and finally disappeared. A single distress signal 
was picked up. That was all. Heav ily guarded search 
planes found an oil slick on the sea close to the spot 
where fishermen reported a crashed plane. 
Radar ranges and bearing hav e been double check­ 
ed and the Air Force has announced grimly at Toky o 
that the attack occurred inside J apianese boundaries. 
Where the U. S. has lost other planes to Russian at­ 
tackers—in the Baltic, the China Sea and elsewhere— 
the encounters took place ov er international waters. 
But here is a ca.se of inv asion and attack. 
This incident rev eals that the Russians hav e air 
•trips in the Kuriles. Their intentions hav e been dra­ 
matically rev ealed.

Australian Pie 


A recent article by Robert Nev ille, Life magazine’s 
Hong Kong correspondent, about life in Australia, 
•hould be an ey e-opener for Americana who did not 
know what has come to pass in the land down under. 
Americans knew in general that socialism has gone 
a long way there, but many had assumed that the 
Liberty party v ictory of nearly three y ears ago had 
rev ersed the trend. Not so. 
Nev ille discov ered that workers in Australia, whose 
production has increased only 10 per cent In the last 
12 y ears while that of the United States gained 70 
per cent, do not work v ery long or v ery hard. The 
actual work week is 33 hours, and “ What are y ou try ­ 
ing to do, mate, work y ourself out of a job? " Is a 
standard question. He reports that the labor unions 
dominate people’s eaUng, drinking and play ing In 
Australia, and he felt depressed by the regimentation 
(hey hav e imposed. 
The Liberal gov ernment, fearful of the unions, is 
not incUned to challenge them on any issue. The main 
Idea in Australia seems to be to cut the pie up into 
equal pieces rather than make it bigger. Has Australia 
gone so far along the road to socialism that it has 
passed the point of no return?

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Sanitary Garbage 
Storage 


Many cities conduct campaigns 
from time to time to streamline 
refuse disposal. 
This is an excel­ 
lent idea because the project Is big­ 
ger than most of us realize. 
The 
quantity of ashes, rubbish, garbage, 
and other waste varies in different 
cities and Is estimated to be at lea.st 
half a ton per person each y ear. 
Our city fathers think of this 
work in terms of economy and con­ 
venience because it is up to them 
to dispose of all refuse that is 
picked up. 
This is a problem in 
Itself and one for which they ara 
afl\\ay s criticized. 
The fire depart­ 
ment also is interested in the safe 
storage and collection of combust­ 
ible materials. 
The property own­ 
er enters the picture when debris 
of this nature is uncovered or lit­ 
ters the alley s and front lawns. 
Lack of cleanliness and the dis­ 
agreeable odors detract from the 
desirability of the neighborhood. 


When garbage is not kept in 
proper containers, a large rodent 
and insect population Is attracted 
and supported. 
It is here that 
health 
and 
hy gienic 
measures 
enter the picture. 
Many com­ 
munities have regulations requiring 
watertight containers, but this does 
not alway s solve the problem of 
tipping over or guarding against 
the curiosity of dogs and children 
who investigate the contents. Regu­ 
lations rarely take into consider­ 
ation rusting of the pail or the ac­ 
cumulation of rotting waste matter 
under or surrounding the cans. 
Numerous devices have been in­ 
troduced to overcome this handicap, 
such as dispose-all units in kitchen, 
sinks, underground vault-llke struc­ 
tures, and large concrete inciner­ 
ators. 
T h e s e improvements a re 
found in many new buildings but 
are expensive. As a result, the gar­ 
bage can will remain popular for 
some time. But there is nothing 
wrong with this device because most 
of its objectionable features can be 
overcame with a little Ingenuity . 


A simple platform will keep the 
container off the ground, and a two 
. 
foot curtain wall below and around 
the platform will prevent It frwn 
being tipped or invaded by dogs and 
rodents. The plan is more applica­ 
ble to multiple dwelling units and 
business areas where the stand can 
be constructed large enough to hold 
several containers. On the other 
hand, if platforms and railings are 
made of used metal pipe, the cost 
Is reduced materially . The pipe can 
be cut, threaded, and easily as­ 
sembled. These arangements a re 
permanent in contrast to those con­ 
structed of lumber, which are less 
durable. 
An even simpler method is to 
suspend the can on a holder 12 
inches above the ground. The hook 
is fastened to the house, fence, 
garage, or post set In the ground in 
a convenient place. A tight fitting 
cover is important, and it will not 
be stolen or lost if it is chained to 
the can or ralL

Herbert Hoover Acts Between MacArthur And Eisenhower; Ike Will Talk To 


Mac But Will Not Go To Waldorf Tower To See Him 


WASHINGTON—Herljert Hoover, 
who lives In the Waldorf Tower not 
far from General MacArthur. has 
been try ing to arrange a meeting 
between two famous generals, long 
political opponents—MacArthur and 
Eisenhower. The job has not been 
easy . 
Peeling between the two men has 
not been cordial since MacArthur 
gent Elsenhower, then a lieutenant 
colonel, home from the Philippines 
shortly before Pearl Harbor. That 
turned out to be the biggest break 
in Ike’s life, for It put him under 
Gen. 
Goerge 
C. 
Marshall, 
who 
promptly promoted him up the lad­ 
der to be top commander in Europe. 
Since the war, the two top gen­ 
erals of the European and Par East­ 
ern theatres have continued cool. 
MacArthur worked with Taft forces 
to block Ike’s nomination, even told 
a Lansing, Mich., audience May 15: 
“It would be a tragic development. 
Indeed, if this generation was forced 
to look to the rigidity of military 
dommance and discipline to redeem 
it from the tragic failure of a civil­ 
ian administration.’’ 
Phoning Governor Pine of Penn­ 
sy lvania, MacArthur even urged him 
to throw Penmy lvanla’s delegates 
against Eisenhower. 
Equally peeved, Ike was credited 
with the famous wisecrack: 
“I 


studied dramatics under Mac for 
nine y ears.’’ 
Hoover Perseveres 
Despite these obstacles, ex-Presl- 
dcnt Hoover has urged that Repub­ 
lican victory is more important than 
personal feelings. He’s afraid the 
Christian Nationalist party , which 
has nominated MacArthur, may 
draw 
enough 
votes 
away 
from 
Eisenhower in a few key states to 
defeat him. Hoover has been work­ 
ing through Chairman Summerfleld 
of the Republican National Commit­ 
tee, and, as of today , Ike has agreed 
to meet with MacArthur. 
He refuses, however, to call on 
him at the Waldorf Tower. He U 
not, he Indicates, making a pilgrim­ 
age to worship at the shrine. He’ll 
be delighted to talk to MacArthur, 
he say s, but MacArthur will have to 
come to him. 
Eisenhower has also vetoed the 
idea of havir^ MacArthur issue • 
press communique after their talk. 
Ike didn’t like the reaction from 
the Taft statement and doesn’t want

Today In Washington 


WASHINGTON — The biggest 
threat to the Bill of Rights—which 
guarantees a free press in America 
—has Just come from a staunch 
supporter of Governor Stevenson, 
Senator Olin D. Johnston, Demo­ 
crat, of South Carolina. 
Mr. Johnston has undertaken to 
intimidate and threaten the press 
of the United States because he 
feels they should not print news 
releases issued either by Republicans 
or by grtmps which disagree with the 
Democratic administration. 
As chairman of the powerful Sen­ 
ate Post Office Committee, which 
holds the right to enact legislation 
limiting the use of the mails to 
newspapers and magazines, Senator 
Johnston is threatening legislation 
designed to take away from the 
press their second-class postal pri­ 
vileges if they dare to continue to 
print the news as they see it. 
This surprising attitude was re­ 
vealed in a speech delivered before 
the National Association of Post­ 
masters. The 
postmasters, under 
existing law, cannot participate in 
political campaigns but evidently a 
United States senator may plant 
prejudices in their mind.*» damaging 
to publications carried by them in 
the mails. 


“Really Got Mad" 


Mr, Johnston’s grievance appears 
to be that a news magazine last 
month prmted an article summar­ 
izing a news release issued by the 
state chambers of commerce which 
pointed out that the mail service 
might be more efficient if handled 
by private enterprise. Incidentally , 
Pre.sldent Truman on his Western 
trip got a good campaign argument 
out of the article which oiherwue 
he might never have seen. Some­ 
times printing the news of what the 
Republican groups say helps the 
Democrats to write their speeches. 
The article plainly told the source 
of the suggestion and plan about 
the Post Office and included a refer­ 
ence to franked mail and subsidies 
as ouUmed by the state chambers 
of cwnmerce. But Senator Johnston

in its news columns and should have 
rebutted the plan by Injecting an 
argument about subsidies for maga­ 
zines.

Diplomatic Meeting 


The mlx-up In Paris over whether 
the United States was dictating In­ 
ternal policy to the French was a 
comedy of errors which almost 
turned Into tragedy and which 
could have been avoided. 
One reason for the mlxup was a 
diplomatic nicety — the diflerence 
between a written note and an oral 
statement. 
Ambassador James Dunn was In­ 
structed to deliver a formal not« 
explaining why we could not ad­ 
vance Prance $ 650,000,000 nex t y ear, 
al.<io to give him an oral explanation 
of the more delicate matters such 
as French failure to fulfill NATO 
obligations. 
In diplomacy things 
can be expressed orally , with greater 
delicacy , and without olTending na­ 
tional pride. 
However, the American embassy 
in Paris made the mistake of in­ 
forming the French in advance of 
the nature of Ambassador Dunn’s 
call on Premier plniy . 
So the French maneuvered to 
have Dunn deliver the statement 
not to Pinay , but to his secretary . 
They did this by trumping up a 
special cabinet meeting, to w lch 
Premier Plnay alleged^ was called. 
So when Ambassador Dunn began 
reading the oral statement contain­ 
ing the more delicate nature of his 
mission, the secretary asked for a 
copy so he could show It to the 
premier. Dunn then made the mis­ 
take of leaving a copy of his oral 
statement. It was this statement 
which got the French aroused. 
The 
incident 
helped 
solidify 
Pinay ’a position in Prance, where he 
is under fire from both Communists 
and De Gaullisis for being too pro- 
American. On the other hand, It 
hurt Frencli-American relations, so 
essential to the defense of Europe.

The Eisenhower Theory 


WITH THE EISENHOWER PAR­ 
TY — The important thing to rea­ 
lize about Gen. Eisenhower’s com- 
paign is that a working theory lies 
behind It. In these last weeks, the 
General has said and done a good 
many things that have sefemed out 
of character. He has gone so far, 
in fact, that Col. Robert R. McCor­ 
mick, the bitterest enemy of every ­ 
thing Eisenhower has been presum­ 
ed to stand for, ha.s now joy fully 
hailed “the new Eisenhower.” 
Yet if the Colonel understood this 
working theory being followed by 
Eisenhower and his intimate staff, 
he might not be so jubilant about 
the General’s apparent transforma­ 
tion. 
In brief, Eisenhower was appalled 
by the sheer violence of the fight 
within the Republican party , which 
he only discovered when he was 
rudely plunged into practical poli­ 
tics. It seemed to Eisenhower then, 
and it seems to him now, that the 
two party sy stem itself could be 
destroy ed by this violence. Both he 
and such members of his staff as 
Gov. Sherman Adams and Sen. Fred 
Seaton, have alway s before their 
ey es the specter of the collapse of 
the two party sy stem in the event 
of a Republican defeat this y ear. 
R« bble Rousers 
They argue that another Repub­ 
lican defeat will give Sen. Robert 
A. Taft and his partisans full con­ 
trol of the party machinery , if only 
by default. 
They argue further 
that the more respectable Republi­ 
can conservatives, even Sen. Taft 
himself — will be quite unable to 
dominate this altered Republican 
party . The men who will really be 
in the driver’s seat, they say , will 
be the new breed of right-wing 
rabble-rousers — men of the stripe 
of Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy and 
Sen. William Jenner. 
The ugly words, “fascist party ,” 
have been known to be whispered 
In the inner recesses of the Eisen­ 
hower train. Men haunted by such 
a specter are naturally Inclined to 
make sacrifices to expediency , in 
order to avoid the thing they so 
much fear. 
Moreover, such sacri­ 
fices 
to 
expediency , 
rightly 
or 
wrongly , seemed relatively safe to 
the Elsenhower strategists, for still 
another reason. 
After a bad start. Elsenhower has 
become an incandescent public per­ 
sonality . Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson 
may be much admired, but as a 
man he remains a dim figure to 
most of the voters. Eisenhower, on 
the other hand, is a figure warmly 
human, full of life, friendly and 
outgiving. How he succeeds in eman­ 
ating such dy namic warmth through 
each day ’s gruelling round of public 
appearances, no one can tell. But 
the emanation Is powerful and the 
voters respond to it. 
Personal Appeal 
On these facts, a distinctly un­ 
expected Eisenhower strategy has 
been built up. In effect, the Eisen­ 
hower personality , the Eisenhower 
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reputation, have been relied on to 
appeal to the independent voters. 
Meanwhile, by his speeches, as well 
as by such gestures as his appear­ 
ances with Senators McCarthy and 
Jenner, Gen. Elsenhower has sought 
to heal the Republican schism and 
bring the party ’s factions together. 
Among the men closest to the 
General, y ou hear much, these day s, 
about Elsenhower’s special talent for 
persuading men of many different 
sorts to work with one another. 
At this time, as already noted in 
this space, the task of Republican 
unification is considered complete. 
The moment has come. It is prom­ 
ised. “when Eisenhower will talk 
like Eisenhower.” What is more im­ 
portant, however, is the post-elec­ 
tion aim that Elsenhower and his 
staff have set for themselves. 
Reconstruction Of GOP 
This post-election aim is recon­ 
struction of the Republican party . 
Once Eisenhower is elected, they 
believe, almost all Republicans can 
be Induced to follow the lead of 
their new President. 
They hope that men of the Mc­ 
Carthy stripe will sink into relative 
insignificance—after all, they can 
hardly go on decry ing the “softness 
towards Communism" of their own 
administration. 
They 
hope 
that 
Republican isolationists will at last 
face world-facts, when they hear the 
facts from a Republican President, 
And they hope that moderate and 
progressive Republicans, supported 
by all the authority of the White 
House, will gain constantly increas­ 
ing weight and influence. 
It is a promising picture, this 
picture of a modernized Repub­ 
licanism. Certainly it ignores several 
very grave problems, such as Gen. 
Eisenhower’s commitments to Sen. 
Taft and Sen. Taft’s vast prospective 
power in the kind of Congress an 
Elsenhower victory will help to elect. 
If the General seriously seeks to 
realize his picture of a reconstructed 
Republicanism, one can confidently 
predict a nation-shaking Taft-Els- 
enhower struggle. 
A Political Innocent 
Yet for the moment, this danger 
of the future is less important than 
the main fact of the present. In 
intention, at least, despite the ap­ 
pearances to the contrary , Dwight 
D. Eisenhower is still the same man, 
with the same fundamental beliefs, 
that stepped off the plane into the 
horrors of Abilene. 
Eisenhower could hardly be the 
same if he were not still, in sur­ 
prising degree, a political Innocent. 
He clearly does not grasp the full 
significance of certain of the con­ 
cessions he has alreswly made, such 
as his promises to Sen. Taft about 
the defense budget. Certain mem­ 
bers of his advisory staff are visibly 
worried, both by these excessive 
concessions, and by the General’s 
unwareness of their potential mean­ 
ing, Yet again if Eisenhower gen­ 
uinely “is" still the same, wrlth ideas 
unchanged and objectives unaltered, 
that surely is the point tJiat really 
matters.

Fm- Instance, our people were 
shocked In 1945 when they dis­ 
covered that Hoviet Rutaia was 
not our ally but any enemy . Yet, 
by the hoviet blueprint, the 
guide to all Communist activi­ 
ties in every part of the world, 
the Russians had no alterna­ 
tive but to be our enemy . This 
should hsve been understood 
by Roosevelt at Teheran and 
Yalta and by Truman at Pots­ 
dam. It was not. 


I>et me quote from the blueprint, 
“Foundations of Leninism,” by J. 
Stalin, lecture.« ; delivered in 1924 and 
■ccepteo by all Communists: 
. . could the Russian Commun­ 
ists have confined their operations 
within the narrow national limits of 
Uie Russian Revolution? Certainly 
not ! On the contrary , the whole sit­ 
uation, internal « profound revolu­ 
tionary crisis) and external iwar) 
pushed them bey ond these confines 
in their work, to transfer their 
struggles to the international arena, 
expose the ulcers of imperialism, 
to full view, demonstrate the in­ 
evitable collapse of capitalism, de­ 
feat loclal-chauvinism and social- 
pacitism, 
and 
finally 
overthrow 
capitalism in their own country and 
forge a new weapon of struggle for 
the proletari-1, the Uieory and tac-* 
tics of the proletarian revolution, 
in order to lighten for the prole­ 
tariat of all countries the task of 
overthrowing capitalism. The Rus­ 
sian CcKnmunisls oould not act 
otherwi.se, for this was the only path 
along which such changes in the in­ 
ternational situation as would en­ 
sure Russia against the restoration 
of bourgeiJis order could be ex­ 
pected. 


There It is, the doctrine of 
the world re%*o|utlon, of infil­ 
tration Into every country , of 
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the overthrow of capilali.sm. 
Stalin affords his followers no 
alternative and makes poaslble 
no compromise. He oppose» op­ 
portunism but insists upon revo­ 
lution. 


War he regards with joy , because 
in war he anticipates the downfall 
of what he calls the capitalistic, and 
what we currently call the free, 
world. 
In this blue print. Stalin 
compares the period between the 
First International (Karl Marx’s) 
and the Third International (Sta­ 
lin’s revolutionary agency ). The So­ 
cialists during that period were mild 
men, like the Fabians in England or 
the Eugene V. Debs Socialists in 
America. Stalin say s of this inter­ 
mediate period: 
"It was a period of relatively 
peaceful capitalist development, a 
pre-war penod, so to speak, when 
the disa.str« us contradlctiona of im­ 
perialism had not y et obviously re­ 
vealed themselves, when economic 
strikes and trade unions developed 
more or less “normally ," when in 
the electoral struggles and parlia­ 
mentary fractions ‘dizzy ’ suoces&ei 
were achieved, when the legal for the 
of struggle were exalted to the skies, 
and when it was hoped to ‘kill’ capi­ 
talism by legal means 
.. 
Stalin insists that all Communists 
must oppose their own country in 
order more ably to support the rev­ 
olutionary cause throughout the 
world. 
Loy alty , patriotism, accord­ 
ing to Stalin, only results in the 
revolutionlRts exterminating "each 
other for the greater* glory of the 
capitalist fatherland ” 


.%niericans ask, how it is pos­ 
sible for an intelligent man to 
twist

line? The anawer is that there 
is a main line—the world revo­ 
lution, the achievement of tlie

Things To Come 


Probably one of the sweetest appeals ever to be 
made to the Bureau of Internal Revenue has been 
filed for, presumably, further study. It concerns de­ 
sires of a group of fashion models who feel they ought 
to be allowed a reasonable write-off for “obsolescence.” 
The girls seemingly have a good plea. With no 
statistics available, it would seem to be a good guess 
th at a model’s “productive” years in the highly com­ 
petitive and changeable “beauty business” would be 
five years at the most. Thinking back over the years 
to the early ’30s, when agency men first discovered that 
pretty girl* could sell hot water heaters as well as fur 
coats, can anyone remember more than two—the 
fabulous Colby sisters—who managed to put up an 
attractive front for any length of time? 
When they reach the top spot, and only a handful 
do, there Is little place to go except up the church aisle 
or via the Super Chief to Hollywood. Apparently the 
••wear and tear," to quote the plea made to the tax 
boys, is more than most people realize. Between the 
pulling and hauling of private life, advertising agency 
desires and temperamental photographers, wrinkle* 
and sags appear and the shape of things to come be­ 
comes all too apparent. 
But if models do get a write-off why not ball 
players—and how about baby sitters? Many a house­ 
wife has had the experience of calling an old standby 
•itter only to be informed that she Is now a secretary 
and no longer Interested In watching over young hel­ 
lions. 
It can only be hoped the Internal Revenue people 
use a little imagination In their reply. The least they 
could do would be to substitute a gallant phrase such 
as “growing old gracefully,” for that unbecoming 
descriptive: “Obsolescence. 


Provocation On Wings 


One of the little publicized tension spots In the 
allegedly cold war between East and West is the narrow 
•trait which separates Hokkaido, the northernmost of 
the Japanese home islands, and the Russian-held 
Kurile Islands. 
Since 1947 the Russians have been 
practicing what amounts to piracy against Japanese 
fishing boats which scratch for a living on the bleak 
banks and shoals there. It had also been known that 
the Russians were doing extensive construction on the 
Island chain. 
The other day a B-29 Hying a solitary patrol mis­ 
sion along the northeast coast of Hokkaido, inside the 
Japanese border, was intercepted and attacked by a 
plane which came down from the Kuriles. All this is 
known because the whole story appeared dramatically 
on the screen of shore-based radar sets which had been 
keeping tabs on the big bomber. 
The unidentified plane'* “pip” approached the 
bomber, then both merged briefly, continued on a new 
course, and finally disappeared. A single distress signal 
was picked up. That was all. Heavily guarded search 
planes found an oil slick on the sea close to the spot 
where fishermen reported a crashed plane. 
Radar ranges and bearing have been double check­ 
ed and the Air Force has announced grimly at Tokyo 
that the attack occurred inside Japanese boundaries. 
Where the U. S has lost other planes to Russian a t­ 
tackers—In the Baltic, the China Sea and elsewhere— 
the encounters took place over international waters. 
But here is a case of invasion and attack 
This incident reveals that the Russians have air 
•trips in the Kuriles. Their intentions have been dra­ 
matically revealed.

Not the least interesting of the advertisements are 
the want ads, or classified pages. These have kept up 
with the display advertising department in volume and 
In intriguing offerings. Newspapers never before car­ 
ried so many want ads as today. In fact, they never 
carried the volume of display advertising they contain 
now 
So. for real enjoyment, as well as profit, read the 
advertisements. You will quickly learn why most per­ 
sons make a habit of doing so regularly. 


Many cities conduct campaigns 
from time to time to streamline 
refuse disposal, 
This is an excel­ 
lent idea because the project is big­ 
ger than most of us realize. 
The 
quantity of ashes, rubbish, garbage, 
and other waste varies in different 
cities and is estimated to be at least 
half a ton per person each year. 
Our city fathers think of this 
work in terms of economy and con­ 
venience because it is up to them 
to dispose of all refuse that is 
picked up. 
This is a problem in 
itself and one for which .hey are 
always criticized. 
The fire depart­ 
ment also is interested in the safe 
storage and collection of combust­ 
ible materials. 
The property own­ 
er enters the picture when debris 
of this nature is uncovered or lit­ 
ters the alleys and front lawns. 
Lack of cleanliness and the dis­ 
agreeable odors detract from the 
desirability of the neighborhood. 


When garbage is not kept In 
proper containers, a large rodent 
and insect population is attracted 
and supported. 
It is here that 
health 
and 
hygienic 
measures 
enter 
the 
picture. 
Many 
com­ 
munities have regulations requiring 
watertight containers, but this does 
not always solve the problem of 
tipping over or guarding against 
the curiosity of dogs and children 
who investigate the contents. Regu­ 
lations rarely take into consider­ 
ation rusting of the pail or the ac­ 
cumulation of rotting waste m atter 
under or surrounding the cans. 
Numerous devices have been in­ 
troduced to overcome this handicap, 
such as dispose-all units in kitchen, 
sinks, underground vault-like struc­ 
tures, and large concrete inciner­ 
ators. T h e s e improvements a r e 
found in many new buildings but 
are expensive. As s result, the gar­ 
bage can will remain popular for 
some time. But there is nothing 
wrong with this device because most 
of its objectionable features can be 
overcome with a little ingenuity. 


A simple platform will keep the 
container off the ground, and a two 
, 
foot curtain wall below and around 
the platform will prevent it from 
being tipped or invaded by dogs and 
rodents. The plan is more applica­ 
ble to multiple dwelling units and 
business areas where the stand can 
be constructed large enough to hold 
several containers. O n the other 
hand, lf platforms and railings are 
made of used metal pipe, the cost 
is reduced materially. The pipe can 
be cut, threaded, and easily as­ 
sembled. These arangements a r e 
permanent in contrast to those con­ 
structed of lumber, which are less 
durable. 
An even simpler method is to 
auspend the can on a holder 12 
inches above the ground. The hook 
is fastened to the house, fence, 
garage, or post set in the ground in 
a convenient place. A tight fitting 
cover is important, and it will not 
be stolen or lost if it is chained to 
the can or rail.

Herbert Hoover Acts Between MacArthur And Eisenhower; Ike Will Talk To 


Mac But Will Not Go To Waldorf Tower To See Him 


WASHINGTON—Herbert Hoover, 
who lives in the Waldorf Tower not 
far from General MacArthur, has 
been trying to arrange a meeting 
between two famous generals, long 
political opponents—MacArthur and 
Eisenhower. The job has not been 
easy. 
Feeling between the two men has 
not been cordial since MacArthur 
sent Eisenhower, then a lieutenant 
colonel, home from the Philippines 
shortly before Pearl Harbor. That 
turned out to be the biggest break 
in Ike’s life, for it put him under 
Gen. 
Goerge 
C. 
Marshall, 
who 
promptly promoted him up the lad­ 
der to be top commander in Europe. 
Since the war, the two top gen­ 
erals of the European and Far East­ 
ern theatres have continued cool. 
MacArthur worked with Taft forces 
to block Ike's nomination, even told 
a Lansing, Mich., audience May 15: 
“It would be a tragic development, 
indeed, if this generation was forced 
to look to the rigidity of military 
dominance and discipline to redeem 
It from the tragic failure of a civil­ 
ian administration.” 
Phoning Governor Pine of Penn­ 
sylvania. MacArthur even urged him 
to throw Pennsylvania's delegates 
against Eisenhower 
Equally peeved. Ike was credited 
with 
the 
famous wisecrack: 
“I 


studied dramatics under Mac for 
nine years.” 
Hoover Perseveres 
Despite these obstacles, ex-Presl- 
dent Hoover has urged that Repub­ 
lican victory is more important than 
personal feelings. He’s afraid the 
Christian Nationalist party, which 
has 
nominated 
MacArthur, may 
draw 
enough 
votes 
away 
from 
Elsenhower in a few key states to 
defeat him. Hoover has been work­ 
ing through Chairman Summerfield 
of the Republican National Commit­ 
tee, and. as of today, Ike has agreed 
to meet with MacArthur. 
He refuses, however, to call on 
him at the Waldorf Towner. He Is 
not. he indicates, making a pilgrim­ 
age to worship at the shrine. He’ll 
be delighted to talk to MacArthur, 
he says, but MacArthur will have to 
come to him. 
Eisenhower has also vetoed the 
idea of having MacArthur Issue a 
press communique after their talk. 
Ike didn't like the reaction from 
the Taft statement and doesn’t want 
to let himself in for one from Mac­ 
Arthur. Friends say he read enough 
MacArthur communiques during the 
war.

The Liberal government, fearful of the unions, is 
not inclined to challenge them on any issue. The main 
Idea in Australia seems to be to cut the pie up into 
equal pieces rather than make it bigger. Has Australia 
gone so far along the road to socialism that it has 
passed the point of no return?

WASHINGTON — The biggest 
threat to the Bill of Rights—which 
guarantees a free press In America 
—has just come from a staunch 
supporter of Governor Stevenson, 
Senator Olin D. Johnston, Demo­ 
crat, of 8outh Carolina. 
Mr. Johnston has undertaken to 
intimidate and threaten the press 
of the United States because he 
feels they should not print news 
releases issued either by Republicans 
or by groups w hich disagree with the 
Democratic administration. 
As chairman of the powerful Sen­ 
ate Poet Office Committee, which 
holds the right to enact legislation 
limiting the use of the malls to 
newspapers and magazines, Senator 
Johnston is threatening legislation 
designed to take away from the 
press their second-class postal pri­ 
vileges if they dare to contmue to 
print the news as they see it. 
This surprising attitude was re­ 
vealed in a speech delivered before 
the National Association of Post­ 
masters. 
The 
postmasters, 
under 
existing law, cannot participate in 
political campaigns but evidently a 
United States senator may plant 
prejudices in their minds damaging 
to publications carried by them in 
the mails. 


“Really Got Mad” 


Mr. Johnstons grievance appears 
to be that a news magazine last 
month printed an article summar­ 
izing a news release issued by the 
state chambers of commerce which 
pointed out that the mail service 
might be more efficient if handled 
by private enterprise. Incidentally, 
President Truman on his Western 
trip got a good campaign argument 
out of the article which otherwise 
he might never have seen. Some­ 
times printing the news of what the 
Republican groups say helps the 
Democrats to write their speeches. 
The article plainly told the source 
of the suggestion and plan about 
the Post Office and included a refer­ 
ence to franked mail and subsidies 
as outlined by the state chambers 
of commerce. But Senator Johnston 
seems to feel the magazine in ques­ 
tion should have argued the case 
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in Its news columns and should have 
rebutted the plan by injecting an 
argument about subsidies for maga­ 
zines. He says when he read the 
article he “really got mad.” He went 
on to say that the magazine Itself, 
which printed this news, gets an 
indirect subsidy in the form of 
second-class postage rates and that 
“the American taxpayers have to 
shell out because this magazine, 
which uses the mails to distribute 
its Republican double-talk, does not 
pay the department the full cost of 
handling and delivering 
The South Carolina senator then 
immediately referred to the postal 
deficit incurred by reason of second- 
class postage rates to magazines and 
newspapers, and added: 
“I think the next Congress had 
better take a searching look at some 
of the causes of this deficit. We. in 
Congress, especially the Democrats, 
would certainly not like to be ac­ 
cused of allowing the taxpayers’ 
money to be used to subsidize the 
Republican campaign for the White 
House.” 
The senator then mentioned var­ 
ious new magazines which he says, 
in printing various articles about 
the Republicans, “seek to control 
the White House for the next four 
years.” 
What Mr. Johnston doesn't ex­ 
plain is how he is going to impose 
a penalty on newspapers and maga­ 
zines for publishing news about the 
Republican activities and at the 
same time fail to let them use the 
mails for the same issues which 
print news designed to explain what 
the Democrats are doing.

Diplomatic Meeting 


The mix-up In Paris over whether 
the United States was dictating In­ 
ternal policy to the French was a 
comedy of errors which 
almost 
turned 
Into 
tragedy 
and 
which 
could have been avoided. 
One reason for the mixup was a 
diplomatic nicety — the difference 
between a written note and an oral 
statement. 
Ambassador James Dunn was In­ 
structed to deliver a formal note 
explaining why we could not ad­ 
vance France *650,000,000 next year, 
also to give him an oral explanation 
of the more delicate matters such 
as French failure to fulfill NATO 
obligations. 
In diplomacy things 
can be expressed orally, with greater 
delicacy, and without offending na­ 
tional pride. 
However, the American embassy 
in Paris made the mistake of in­ 
forming the French in advance of 
the nature of Ambassador Dunn’s 
call on Premier Pinay. 
So the French maneuvered to 
have Dunn deliver the statement 
not to Pinay, but to his secretary. 
They did this by trumping tip a 
special cabinet meeting, to which 
Premier Pinay allegedly was called. 
So when Ambassador Dunn began 
reading the oral statement contain­ 
ing the more delicate nature of his 
mission, the secretary asked for a 
copy so he could show it to the 
premier. Dunn then made the mis­ 
take of leaving a copy of his oral 
statement. It was this statement 
which got the French aroused. 
The 
incident 
helped 
solidify 
Pmay’s position in France, where he 
is under Are from both Communists 
and De Gaullists for being too pro- 
American. On the other hand, it 
hurt French-American relations, bo 
essential to the defense of Europe.

The Elsenhower Theory 


WITH THE EISENHOWER PAR­ 
TY — Tile important thing to rea­ 
lize about Gen. Eisenhower’s com- 
paign is that a working theory lies 
behind it. In these last weeks, the 
General has said and done a good 
many things that have seemed out 
of character. 
He has gone so far. 
in fact, that Col. Robert R. McCor­ 
mick, the bitterest enemy of every­ 
thing Eisenhower has been presum­ 
ed to stand for, has now joyiully 
hailed “the new Eisenhower.” 
Yet if the Colonel understood this 
working theory being followed by 
Eisenhower and his intimate staff, 
he might not be so jubilant about 
the General's apparent transforma­ 
tion. 
In brief, Eisenhower was appalled 
by the sheer violence of the fight 
within the Republican party, which 
he only discovered when he was 
rudely plunged into practical poli­ 
tics. It seemed to Eisenhower then, 
and it seems to him now, that the 
two party system itself could be 
destroyed by this violence. Both he 
and such members of his staff as 
Gov. Sherman Adams and Sen. Fred 
Seaton, have always before their 
eyes the .specter of the collapse of 
the two party system in the event 
of a Republican defeat this year. 
Rabble Rousers 
They argue that another Repub­ 
lican defeat will give Sen. Robert 
A. Taft and his partisans full con­ 
trol of the party machinery, if only 
by default. 
They argue further 
that the more respectable Republi­ 
can conservatives, even Sen. Taft 
himself — will be quite unable to 
dominate this altered Republican 
party. The men who will really be 
in the driver’s seat, they say, will 
be the new breed of right-wing 
rabble-rousers — men of the stripe 
of Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy and 
Ber William Jenner. 
The ugly words, “fascist party," 
have been known to be whispered 
in the inner recesses of the Elsen­ 
hower train. Men haunted by such 
a specter are naturally Inclined to 
make sacrifices to expediency, in 
order to avoid the thing they so 
much fear. 
Moreover, such sacri­ 
fices 
to 
expediency, 
rightly 
or 
wrongly, seemed relatively safe to 
the Eisenhower strategists, for still 
another reason. 
After a bad start, Elsenhower has 
become an incandescent public per­ 
sonality. Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson 
may be much admired, but as a 
man he remains a dim figure to 
most of the voters. Eisenhower, on 
the other hand, is a figure warmly 
human, full of life, friendly and 
outgiving. How he succeeds in eman­ 
ating such dynamic warmth through 
each day s gruelling round of public 
appearances, no one can tell. But 
the emanation is powerful and the 
voters respond to It. 
Persona! Appeal 
On these facts, a distinctly un­ 
expected Eisenhower strategy has 
been built up. In effect, the Eisen­ 
hower personality, the Eisenhower 


These Days 
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reputation, have been relied on to 
appeal to the independent voters. 
Meanwhile, by his speeches, as well 
as by such gestures as his appear­ 
ances with Senators McCarthy and 
Jenner, Gen. Eisenhower has sought 
to heal the Republican schism and 
bring the party’s factions together. 
Among the men closest to the 
General, you hear much, these days, 
about Eisenhower’s special talent for 
persuading men of many different 
sorts to work with one another. 
At this time, as already noted In 
this space, the task of Republican 
unification is considered complete. 
The moment has come, it is prom­ 
ised, “when Eisenhower will talk 
like Eisenhower.” What is more im­ 
portant, however, Is the post-elec­ 
tion aim that Eisenhower and his 
staff have set for themselves. 
Reconstruction Of GOF 
This post-election aim is recon­ 
struction of the Republican party. 
Once Eisenhower is elected, they 
believe, almost all Republicans can 
be Induced to follow the lead of 
their new President. 
They hope that men of the Mc­ 
Carthy stripe will sink into relative 
insignificance—after all, they can 
hardly go on decrying the "softness 
towards Communism” of their own 
administration. 
They 
hope 
that 
Republican isolationists will at last 
face world-facts, when they hear the 
facts from a Republican President. 
And they hope that moderate and 
progressive Republicans, supported 
by all the authority of the White 
House, will gain constantly increas­ 
ing weight and influence. 
It is a promising picture, this 
picture of a modernized Repub­ 
licanism. Certainly it ignores several 
very grave problems, such as Oen. 
Eisenhower’s commitments to Sen. 
Taft and Sen. T aft’s vast prospective 
power In the kind of Congress an 
Eisenhower victory will help to elect, 
If Hie General serioualy seeks to 
realize his picture of a reconstructed 
Republicanism, one can confidently 
predict a nation-shaking Taft-Els- 
enhower struggle. 
A Political Innocent 
Yet for the moment, this danger 
of the future is less important than 
the main fact of the present. In 
intention, at least, despite the ap­ 
pearances to the contrary, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower is still the same man, 
with the same fundamental beliefs, 
that stepped off the plane into the 
horrors of Abilene. 
Eisenhower could hardly be the 
same if he were not still, In sur­ 
prising degree, a political innocent. 
He clearly does not grasp the full 
significance of certain of the con­ 
cessions he has already made, such 
as his promises to 8en. Taft about 
the defense budget. Certain mem­ 
bers of his advisory ataff are visibly 
worried, both by these excessive 
concessions, and by the General’* 
unwareness of their potential mean­ 
ing. Yet again lf Elsenhower gen­ 
uinely “is” still the same, with ideas 
unchanged and objectives unaltered, 
that surely is the point that really 1 
matters.

A friend of mine said to me with­ 
in recent days that everybody in 
thl* country knows all about com­ 
munism; that everybody has taken 
a side pro or con: and that there is 
no need to get excited about it any­ 
more. 
On the contrary I am convinced 
that it is the crucial issue of the 
1952 campaign. Because of commun­ 
ism our sona are being killed in 
Korea: because of communism we 
have been put into a state of perm­ 
anent war with attendant huge 
costs and constant confusions in 
our economy. Because of the infil­ 
tration of communism into govern­ 
ment and into our institutions of 
education, information and amuse­ 
ment, our people quarrel over issues 
not germane to our country 


Actually, 
few 
subjects 
are 
less understood and slofanlied. 
For Instance, our people were 
shocked in 1945 when they dis­ 
covered that Soviet Russia was 
not our ally but any enemy. Yet, 
by the Soviet blueprint, the 
guide to all Communist activi­ 
ties In every part of the world, 
the Russians had no alterna­ 
tive but to be our enemy. This 
should have been understood 
by Roosevelt at Teheran and 
Yalta and by Truman at Pots­ 
dam. It was not. 


Let me quote from the blueprint, 
“Foundations of Leninism,” by J. 
Stalin, lectures delivered in 1624 and 
accepted by all Communist*: 
“. , . could the Russian Commun­ 
ists have confined their operations 
within the narrow national limits of 
tile Russian Revolution? Certainly 
not! On the contrary, the whole sit­ 
uation, internal < profound revolu­ 
tionary crisis) and external <war) 
pushed them beyond these confines 
in their work, to transfer their 
struggles to the international arena, 
expose the ulcers of imperialism, 
to full view, demonstrate the in­ 
evitable collapse of capitalism, de­ 
feat social-chauvinism and social- 
pacifism, 
and 
finally 
overthrow 
capitalism in their own country and 
forge a new weapon of struggle for 
the proletariat, the theory and tac-1 
tics of the proletarian revolution, 
in order to lighten for the prole­ 
tariat of all countries the task of 
overthrowing capitalism.

otherwise, for this was the only path 
along which such changes in the in­ 
ternational situation as would en­ 
sure Russia against the restoration 
of bourgeois order could be ex­ 
pected.

War he regards with joy, because 
In war he anticipates the downfall 
of what he calls the capitalistic, and 
what we currently call the free, 
world. 
In this blue print, Stalin 
compares the period between the 
First International (Karl Marx a) 
and the Third International ‘Sta­ 
lin's revolutionary agency). The So­ 
cialists during that period were mild 
men, like the Fabians in England or 
the Eugene V. Debs Socialists in 
America. Stalin says of this inter­ 
mediate period:

talism by legal means ”... 
Stalin insists that all Communist*

world. 
Loyalty, patriotism, accord­ 
ing to Stalin, only results in the 
revolutionists exterminating “each 
other for the greater* glory of the 
capitalist fatherland.” 


Americana ask. how it is pos­ 
sible for an intelligent man to 
twist 
and 
turn 
with 
every 
change of the (ommunist party 
line? The answer is that there 
Is a main line—the world revo­ 
lution, the achievement of the 
proletarian dictatorship — and 
there are aeeondary lines to 
which they must adapt them­ 
selves from time to time and in 
each different place.

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NEW YORK-(INS)~The night 
Jack Dempsey came back after his 
first defeat by Gene Tunney and 
knocked out young Jack Sharkey an 
ancient Western Union operator 
turned his back on the sportswriter 
who was trying to dictate the re­ 
sult, stood up pounded his fist on 
the ring apron and cackled, “Us 
old fellows ain’t dead yet, hey 
jack?” 
We were reminded of the trium­ 
phant bray of the gaffer the other 
day when the news arrived that 
Casey Stengel, aged 62 and as 
seamed of face as pn abandoned 
prune, had become the highest paid 
baseball manager of all time. Case 
will 
pull 
down 
something 
like 
$90,000 a year for the next two years, 
counting his bonuses. Not many in­ 
comes of that scope are forced on 
sexagenureans these days. 
The post-series edition of “Sport­ 
ing News." the holy writ of the 
game, reads as if Stengel fit the 
Dodgers to delith barehanded and 
virtually unaccompanied by allies. 
There’s no question about it, how­ 
ever, that Casey’s strategem.s worked 
out to a T. He moved old John 
Mize Into the fray at the correct 
moment, juggled his pitchers’ pitch­ 
es well, and came up In the evening 
of the last game with the right fel­ 
low for the big Job, Bob Kuzava. 
It was one of the comparatively 
rare times when a non-playing man­ 
ager can make his presence compare 
in Interest with that of an active 
Btar. 
Anyway, Casey sits on top of 
the ba.seball world today, and It 
•eems hard to believe that only a 
few years ago he was a twin-ply 
bum, which is a bum spelled with 
both small and capital B’s. Brooklyn 
fans of short memories who recently 
might have 
moaned, 
“Dressen’s 


okay, but why don’t we ever come 
up with a genuine genius like Sten­ 
gel?,” forget that 15 years ago the 
Brooklyn organization* paid Casey 
$10,000 not to manage the Dodgers. 
Yes, in 1937, the man who is 
now hailed as peer If not master of 
John McGraw, Connie Mack and 
Joe McCarthy, was paid off for the 
full season — the aforementioned 
110 g’s—and told to stay as far away 
' from Ebbets Field as possible. Yet 
physically and probably mentally. 
Casey would be the first to admit 
today, he was probably a better 
manager then than now when he 
, makes almost as much as the entire 
¡Dodger team of 1937 used to pull 
down.

Sherlacher had made an exhaus­ 
tive study of the land and its possi­ 
b ilities, on which planners b elieved 
that a swimming pool and park 
could b e b uilt. The speaker referred 
to the land which is shale and would 
not b e good to make of it a surface 
for a park that would b e good for 
such use. He also referred to dan­ 
gers from airplanes fly ing over the 
park. 
The land was originally given the 
city for a recreation park b y the F. 
M. Rey nolds heirs, and a trade was 
later made with C. A. Ludwlck Sr., 
and C. D. Ludwlck. 
The speaker said the site Is not 
nearly large enough to provide a 
park and pool, and could not b e 
used as a footb all field or a b ase­ 
b all diamond. He said the lack of 
top soil will not b e conductive to 
growing grass and trees, and re­ 
ferred to the residential area west 
of the proposed recreation site, say ­ 
ing residents of that area would not 
b e cooperative. 
He referred also to the lack of an 
adequate supply of water for the 
swimming pool, say ing it would have 
to b e piped a long distance and 
would cost at least $ 8 .0 0 0 . 
He said if a decision is to b e made 
to b uild a swimming pool and park 
there It will b e necessary to plant 
seedlings that would require another 


1 0 y ears b efore some of them would 
b ecome trees. Pull grown tree trans­ 
plantation would b e prohib itive in 
cost, amounting to from $300 to 
$400 per tree for the cutting, trans­ 
porting and placing, etc. 
Following the report, the meeting 
turned into a roundtab le discus­ 
sion of other prob ab le sites within 
close reach of the city .

Adverse Report 
Given On Site 
For Park, Pool 


Sherlacher Cites 
Objections To Plan 


KEYSER — A recreation expert 
presented an adverse report here 
this week on the possibilities of 
tablishing a park at the southern 
lim its of the city on Route 220. 
The report was presented by John 
O. 
Sherlacher recreation 
consul­ 
ta n t of the D epartm ent of Physical 
Education of West Virginia Univer­ 
sity, at a meeting with the Mayor 
and Council, of Keyser, Recreation 
Board. Board of Education and the 
Kiwanls, Lions and Rotary Clubs. 
The park site comprises 17 acres 
of level ground. More than 1.000 
small trees have been on hand for 
planting in the area. 
Sherlacher had made an exhaus 
tlve study of the land and its possi 
blllties, on which planners believed 
th a t a swimming pool and park 
could be built. The speaker referred 
to the land which is shale and would 
not be good to make of it a surface 
for a park that would be good for 
such use. He also referred to dan 
gers from airplanes flying over the 
park. 
The land was originally given the 
city for a recreation park by the F 
M. Reynolds heirs, and a trade was 
later made with C. A. Ludwick Br 
and C. D. Ludwick. 
T he speaker said the site Is not 
nearly large enough to provide 
park and pool, and could not be 
used as a football field or a base­ 
ball diamond. He said the lack of 
top soil will not be conductive to 
growing grass and trees, and re­ 
ferred to the residential area west 
of the proposed recreation site, say 
lng residents of that area would not 
be cooperative. 
He referred also to the lack of an 
adequate supply of w ater for the 
swimming pool, saying it would have 
to be piped a long distance and 
would cost a t least $8,000. 
He said if a decision is to be made 
to build a swimming pool and park 
there It will be necessary to plant 
seedlings th a t would require another 
IO years before some of them would 
become trees. Full grown tree trans­ 
plantation would be prohibitive in 
cost, am ounting to from $300 to 
$400 per tree for the cutting, trans­ 
porting and placing, etc. 
Following the report, the meeting 
turned into a roundtable discus­ 
sion of other probable sites within 
close reach of the city.

TWO KINDS OF DEFENSE
